At 10:30 o’clock A. M. the ante-communion was read by the Rev.

The Bishop then read his annual address as follows: 


BISHOP PETERKIN’S ADDRESS. 


I welcome you again Dear Brethren to our annual council. This yearly 
gathering has been, and I trust long will be to us, something much more 
than simply a business meeting, to give us reports, and to go through 
a necessary routine—separated as we are, for the most part, from one an- 
other, by long distances, this Council is to us the opportunity of the year 
to look into each other’s faces, and by interchange of thought and affec- 
tion to gather stimulus and catch a new inspiration for our work. I be- 
lieve that we all value the opportunity. If we do not we ought to do so. 
Intercourse between brethren, linked together, as the clergy of a Diocese 
are, ought to be not only pleasant, but helpful in a very great degree. 
It helps to promote that lively interest in each other which will greatly 
encourage in our work, and aid us to do it more intelligently, so the 
strong can bear the infirmities of the weak, and all rejoice or suffer to- 
gether. Since our last meeting in Council, two of our clergy have been 
called to their reward. 

Rey., Jno. F. Woods was a native of West Virginia, and spent all his 
ministry in this State. He loved the State and the Diocese, and gladly 
devoted himself to the work which his hands here found to do. He was 
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essentially a pioneer missionary, and ready to minister not only in small 
chapels but in school houses, and in private houses, where a few faithful 
ones, who valued the ministrations of the church could be gathered to- 
gether. 

He was simple in his faith, but very devoted in his evangelical views. 
Walking in the old paths, and jealous of any novelty that was likely in any 
way to disturb the peace of the church. 

I had been a personal friend of Mr. Woods for fifty years—since the time 
we were school mates at the High School, and during all these years I 
found him always the same, devout, straightforward, earnest and true. 

Rev. Edward D. Irvine had been with us but a few yaers, but he had 
during that time grown rapidly in the affection and esteem of his people 
and of his brethren. He was a steady and faithful workman, and withal 
so quiet and unpretending that we did not realize until he was taken away 
what an important work he was doing. 

Though of slight frame, yet even through the winter months he under- 
took to serve his country church, and was not to be deterred by rain or 
frost... He was year by year, growing into the confidence of his people, 
and more and more commanding their cooperation, so that when he had to 
lay down his work, he left it, throughout the Parish, in such shape as 
it had not been in for years. ~ 

Let us try to follow these dear brethren as they followed Christ, that at 
the last we, like them, may have the commendation “Well done, good and 
faithful servant.”

In the building of St. Andrew’s Church it has seemed expedient for me 
to undertake an unusual responsibiliity. A long series of events dating 
from 1875 has led up to this, and it seemed incumbent upon me at last to 
assume great administrations and financial obligations. The justification 
has been three fold. ist. The natural desire and sense of duty, shared 
with many others to roll away from the Church the reproach of a lost in- 
heritance; at least to put our congregation into a position equal to that 
which St. John’s occupied fifty years ago. 2nd, the fact that the work 
in South Wheeling has never seemed more prosperous than now, under 
the energetic administration of the Rev. Mr. Curran. 3rd, the still further 
and practically the more important consideration that the Rector and 
vestry and people of St. Matthew’s congregation approved the move, and 
encouraged the effort. Of. course others have helped, but it-is only fair 
to say that I could not have undertaken the heavy responsibilities which 
such an enterprise has involved without the cordial support and sympathy 
of Rev. Mr. Howard and his people. In the providence of God it has been ~ 
my privilege to lead in this work but such leadership has always been ex- 
ercised with the consciousness that I had the Rector and people of St. 
Matthew’s behind me. After paying about $3000 in cash which St. An- 
drews has gathered from various sources in the last two or three years, 
and then bravely assuming a debt of $5,000 there has been left a remaining 
obligation of about $23,000, to liquidate which we depend on the church 
people *in Wheeling generally but mainly upon the continued and active 
interest of St. Matthew’s congregation.

As we started the year with a balance of $961.38, we have at this time 
a balance of $915.03, which will tide us over until advent, when a new 
appeal is made for another year. 


HOSPITALS. 


The work of the hospitals has been going steadily on, and they are more 
and more commending themselves to the communities where they are 
located, and indeed to the people of the whole State. 

The Reynolds Memorial Hospital at Glendale has, during the past year 
cared for—indoor, 453—outdoor patients, 171. 

The Sheltering Arms Hospital at Hansford has cared for 640. 

We ought to be thankful to God that we are permitted, at so small a 
cost of money and effort to ourselves, to foster a work that is so wide 
reaching and beneficent in its operation—the great majority of those we 
reach would be-‘unable otherwise to secure the medical aid and the nurs- 
ing care which we give them. Such work done for Christ’s sake is one 
of the greatest privileges to which a Christian can aspire. 

In connection with the Hospital work at Hansford, hitherto known as 
Paint Creek, it is proper for me to report that the Board of Managers havy- 
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ing determined, last spring, to erect and equip new buildings, and having 
committed the work to the Rev. Mr. Spurr and myself, that beginning with 
the middle of November, I have through the winter devoted a great deal of 
time to canvassing for this object, with Mr. Spurr, going thrugh the 
Kanawha and New River coal fields and also visiting New York (twice), 
Philadelphia, Hartford, Conn., Cleveland and Columbus. 

_This work was not undertaken before it was rendered necessary by such 
increase of our patients as made the Buildings that had answered our pur- 
poses fairly well for twenty years, altogether inadequate for the proper 
maintenance, not to speak of the extension of the work. While this Coun- 
cil is in session the work is going on, and during this current year we hope 
to have the buildings completed, and be ready to do a larger and more 
efficient work. 

I cannot pass from this subject without putting on record the great obli- 
gation the Sheltering Arms is under to the Rev. Mr. Spurr. The results 
achieved are owing mainly to his energy and skill, and also to his great 
personal influence which he has freely used with his many friends, in 
furtherance of the work.

{n preparing for the M. T. O. in Richmond, at the General Convention, 
this fall we haye been much assisted by the Rev. Mr. Howard and Dr. 
Hamilton. Mr. Howard has summed up the case in an admiral lecture 
on the whole subject of Jamestown and the M. T. O. and in its delivery 
has had the able assistance of Dr. Hamilton, who has by stereoptican 
views given to the people an object lesson they will not soon forget. 1 
propose that we fix a time—say the coming month of July when we shall 
try to wind up our part iu this great offering, and complete the canvass 
of the Diocese. To aid in this end I have prepared and will distribute 
as may be needed a brief circular, which will I believe set forth all the 
leading facts and principles involved, and prepare the people for that 
personal interview, which is considered essential to the success of the 
plan. 

CONCLUSION. 


And so the work goes on year after year, with no very exciting inci- 
dents to the most of us, as we pursue the even tenor of our way. It is ex- 
pected that the clergy shall through papers and periodicals and books, 
keep somewhat abreast of the times, but I do not by any means esteem it 
necessary that they should confuse the minds of their people by retailing 
to them the ecclesiastical events of the day. Meteors may be very strik- 
ing objects in the sky, but they are soon past, and so it often is with 
phases of thought, intellectual movements which seem for a time to dom- 
inate the day, but most of them soon pass away. It is the word, and not 
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the speculations of the day, but the word, we must preach. I believe that 
the pulpit is brought into disrepute, and real harm done, when a clergy- 
man very imperfectly informed on present day topics as we call them—at- 
tempts to generalize from:all too few data, and with what he can gather 
from a few newspaper paragraphs, or from some one sided book, attempts 
to instruct men older, and in these matters wiser than himself, and in 
trying so to do also suggests to the great mass of his congregations, doubts 
and difficulties unthought of before. 

Let us read as widely and study as deeply as we can, and then from the 
fulness of such knowledge, and out of hearts that sympathize with all 
classes and conditions of men, seek to divide to all that word we have 
received, which will meet every human. need. :

WHEREAS, in the canon there and then enacted (canon 38) the steps 
required to be taken before such remarriage could be-duly solemnized by 
a minister of this church tends to nullify the application of the principle 
in practice. 

AND, WHEREAS, The clergy of the Diocese of West Virginia are in spe- 
cially difficult case because of the failure of judicial decrees of. divorce in 
the State courts to specify the true and real reasons for granting the di- 
vorce, and the failure of the Legislature of 1907, to amend the law as pe- 
titioned and require judges granting. divorce to specify in their decrees 
the true cause, therefore be it 


Resolved, The Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of West Vir-. 


ginia in council assembled expresses its judgment that the ministers of 
this church, Bishops, priests and deacons, shall exercise the discretion 
given them by the canon to decline to solemnize any marriage, and per- 
form no marriage of any divorced person whatsoever.

The Standing Committee met and organized July 24th, 1906. January

member of this Committee, was read and his resignation accepted. The 
Committee then unanimously elected Mr. C. A. Miller, of Martinsburg, 
to fill the vacancy. At this meeting Mr. Edgar W. Halleck was recom- 
mended to the Bishop as a candidate for Holy Orders. 

March 12, 1907—The Standing Committee met in Martinsburg and 
duly considered the request of Mr. Maurice Clark to have the time of 
his candidateship for Deacon’s Orders shortened to one canonical year— 
at the same time the Bishop asked the‘ Committee’s consent to Ordain 
said Mr. Clark, giving urgent and satisfactory reasons for so doing, 
and in view of these facts the Committee consented to shortening the 
time, and recommended Mr. Clark for Ordination to the Diaconate. At 
this meeting also, it having come to the notice of the Committee that the 
candidacy of the Rev. Richard Watkins Trapnell, Deacon, was lacking 
nineteen days of a full canonical year, the Bishop giving good and suffi- 
cient reasons tor his immediate Ordination, the Committee consented 
to shortening the time nineteen days, and recommended said Mr. Trapnell 
for Ordination to the Priesthood.

That the Council diagrees with the Committeeo on the Rights of 
the Laity to seats in its report as to the right of Mr. Sell to a seat 
in this Council and inasmuch as his certificate is perfectly regular 
declares his right to a seat.

Bishop Gravatt then read his annual address as follows: 


BISHOP GRAVATT’S ADDRESS. 


At the Council which met in Charles Town last June, Bishop Peterkin 
put the missionary work of the diocese in my hands During the year 
I have visited every point once, except those visited by Bishop Peterkin, 
and where special occasion required, have visited some places several 
times. Looking over the whole field, the prospect for the work has never 
been more encouraging, and there is every reason to hope for large results, 
if we can take advantage of the opportunities offered to us. Constantly 
are we asked to give the services of our Church and we are only pre- 
vented from doing so by the small force of workers. Not only are the 
people everywhere most cordial, but those Churches already established 
are most willing to co-operate with us in ministering to our people. 

During the past year we have suffered seriously from the loss of men 
which has greatly crippled our working force. There have been more va- 
cancies in the diocese during the past year than we have almost ever had. 
So earnest and faithful has been the work of our clergy that the eyes of 
many dioceses, from the far North to the extreme South, from the Atlan- 
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tic to the Pacific have been resting longingly on them, and they have been 
calling most loudly and persistently for them. 

We can not say too much in praise and appreciation of those who have 
resisted these appeals and shown their loyalty to this diocese. 

The demand for men is today and great: throughout the Church. It is 
one of the most difficult problems how to supply vacant places, and what 
makes it more difficult in our work is the large territory which has to be 
covered by our men. The tendency seems to be here as in all other things 
for concentration and when the call comes to such a place which seems to 
offer more time for study and fewer hours of travel, the temptation is to go. 
We must remember that much of the work of our diocese is as truly mis- 
sionary as any to be found in the most distant foreign fields, and our only 
hope is to find men who are filled with that missionary spirit, which has 
the most earnest self-sacrifice and whole soul devotion to the work. While 
we must recognize the difficulties and disadvantages, such as the rough- 
ness of our country and the constant absence from home, this work is not 
without its compensations, for a man touches in one of our mission fields, 
teeming as they are with men, more souls in a week than he would do in 
months in many of our settled parishes. The man may not see the full 


result of his work, owing to the constant changes going on in our popula-. 


tion, yet he is day by day forming character and helping men to stand 
firm in the thick of the fight against that spirit of materialism which is 


all around them. In most cases these are young men without home in-. 


fluence to strengthen them and in need of the guiding and sustaining hand 
of our Church. 

For this work we need men, strong men, who will be willing to stand 
on the front line of the Church’s battle-field for the sake of others’ souls 
and to build up the citizenship of our state. Men, to do this work, should 
be freed from the pressing cares of financial want, and unless we see that 
this is done, we cannot expect to hold them long when so many places 
are calling loudly for them. We must recognize that living today is so 
much higher than it was, that men cannot maintain themselves and their 
families on the salaries of five years ago. We cannot hope for the nec- 
esary increase wholly from the missionary fields, because they are often 
not church people, and the population is so shifting we cannot depend on 


pledges as in our more settled parishes. The demand on the stronger. 


churches is greater to meet their increased responsibilities, yet we must 
turn to them for more generous offerings if we are to extend our work 
and adequately maintain our men. The Diocesan Missionary Society made 
a bold venture this year and raised the salaries of all married men to 
$800. They did this because of their confidence in the Church to recognize 
the justice of the act. But is that sufficient to support today a man with 
a family with children to be educated? It is almost a mystery how our 
men manage their business affairs so as to keep, out of debt, and we must 
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see under such circumstances that it is hard for them to do their best 
work. Will not our Missionary Society be helped so that this great pres- 
sure may be, to some further extent, relieved? We are confident that 
more might be done in many of these points than has been done in the 
past. There should be a thorough business system. The people should 
be taught to give and to depend more on themselves than they have been 
accustomed to do in the past. Business methods should be insisted upon. 

Several new Churches have been built during the year—St. Margaret’s 
Chapel between Bunker’s Hill and Middleway was consecrated last sum- 
mer. This church ministers to a people who before its erection had no 
' church services. In Mr. McDonald’s field at Standard a very attractive 
and comfortable church has just been completed which supplies the need 
for us at that place. There are several places where we need churches at 
once. There is no church at Page of any kind and everything is most 
promising for us there as we were the first in this field, if we are not de- 
layed too long in getting a building. A church is sadly needed in the 
growing town of Williamson on the Norfolk & Western R. R. This is 
the county seat of Mingo with a population of about 4000. It is growing 
rapidly from year to year. By our delay in building a church at this 
point we have already lost much ground which cannot be recovered. Fam- 
iiles who were willing to unite with us have grown weary of waiting and 
others who have gone to Williamson without any church associations have 
seen no effort made to build a church, have regarded our efforts as an ex- 
periment and have gone to other churches. The Rector of:Trinity Church, 
Huntington, 100 miles away, ministers to our people there. The distance 
is so great and the duties of his own church at Huntington so exacting 
that he can go only once a month and that only during the week. It is 
hoped that one or two chapels will, in the near future, be built on Cabin 
Creek, of which we may have the use as we need them for our ‘services. 
We would be wise to build a church at Beckley, the county seat of Ra- 
leigh. This place must grow and be to that section what Bluefield is to 
the Norfolk & Western. These are pressing points for churches, and i 
believe these are all we will need in the near future. But if we expect 
the work to be established, these must be built—not large or expensive 
churches, but such as will meet our present need, and built in such a way 
that they may be enlarged when necessary. 

I want to say here I am opposed to building churches in small places 
where there are already three or four churches of other denominations, 
which are taxing their community to its utmost. We must minister to 
our people, but I find no difficulty in securing a place to do so. The church 
authorities are always glad to give us the use of their buildings for such 
purposes. We met with kindness and courtesy everywhere, and in my 
judgment we should be always ready to return this by giving the use 
of our churches, when our brethren have none for their regular ministra- 
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tions. I do not believe there is anything to prevent it. Such a use of our 
church building can do us no harm and believe it will bring about a bet- 
ter feeling between churches of different names. The question of church 
unity or christian unity is one of the most troublesome that we have to 


face today. se ad) | | 


I know small villages in this Diocese where there are two Methodist 
churches, two Presbyterian churches, each holding the same faith, ob- 
serving the same discipline, using the same form of worship, each con- 
gregation is struggling to maintain its service. One church and one or- 
ganization would be sufficient to meet the needs of those who profess and 
call themselves Methodist or Presbyterian. I call this an offence in the 
sight of Heaven. All over the land there are rivalries and jealousies and 
waste of strength and waste of money because of the divisions. 

There was a time when the question of unity was considered a ques- 
tion of minor importance. It was thought that more could be accom- 
plished though a division than through a united church. But, thank 
God, a different feeling is beginning to prevail today. I was glad to see 
the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church recently devote a good 
part of its Session to bringing about a union between itself and another 
branch of this great body. The same effort has been made between the 
branches of the Methodist Church and a movement is on foot to accom- 
plish the same thing in the Baptist Church. 

While we have but one church there is much we may do to bind our 
church close together. To remember our commission is not to build up 
or save an ecclesiastical system, but through our system to keep our fel- 
low-men in the world and to save souls. Brethren, what are we doing 
toward this cause of unity?

and Dr. G. A. Aschman, to act as his advisers in making investment of 
the funds in his hands for such purpose of investment. 

The Treasurer also suggests that he be granted an annual appropriation 
of $50.00 for the employment of a bookkeeper, which amount is to be de- 
ducted from interest and earnings. 

The Committee recommends that this sum be thus appropriated. 

The Committee examined the Report of Mr. R. M. Browne, Trustee of 
the Episcopal and Contingent Funds, and finds the same correct and sup- 
ported by proper vouchers. It approves the Trustee’s recommendation, 
that the Council make no appropriations from the Contingent Fund with- 
out providing for same through the Assessment Committee. The Com- 
mittee also went over the printed Reports of the Trustees of the Perma- 
nent Fund, covering two years; and two of the Trustees appeared before 
the Committee and explained to its satisfaction that the items as printed 
are correct and supported by the proper vouchers.

REPORT .OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE DIOCESAN 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

Your Committee begs leave to present the following report of its work 
for the year just ended: | 

Total receipts for the year has been $3,754.26. This sum very nearly 
reaches the largest amount ever received for the work of your committee. 
But our expenditures have been larger than ever before in the history of 
the Diocese, reaching the total of $3,859.10, which exceeds our receipts by 
about $105. This is due largely to the fact that during the year your Com- 
mittee has increased the stipends of our Missionaries in the effort to 
raise their total salaries to $800 at the very least, for each man in the 
work. 

It will be noted from the report of the Treasurer that there is now 
a balance of $1336.76 in his hands on account of this fund—a balance, 
which may appear large, but which is smaller than that of last year. 

We need to call attention again to the fact that such a sum is needed 
at this season of the year to meet the stipends due on the first day of 
July, 1907, and to carry on our work through the period of comparatively 
light receipts: during the summer months. Your committee also begs leave 
to note that the balance now on hand would have been greatly reduced or 
totally wiped out, but for the condition, which we cannot but regard as 
unfortunate, that so many vacancies exist in our Missionary fields. 

During the year just ended nineteen (19) Missionaries have been aid- 
ed out of this fund. Your Committee can only again urge the import- 
ance cf this fund to be administered by it and press upon the attention of 
the Council that every effort should be made, not merely to maintain our 
present standard but’to increase, if possible, the contributions made on 
behalf of this work.

COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 
Your Committee begs leave to report: 

The conditions under which the Church is working in the Diocese of 
West Virginia, on the mountains and in the valleys, is such, that while 
perhaps, we are not able to report any great advances in our parishes or 
missions, nevertheless, the faithful work accomplished by the Clergy and 
laity, is plainly evident from the reports received by this Council. We 
have every reason to be encouraged, not only as we: look back upon work 
done, or contemplate the successful efforts of the present, but especially 
so, when we think of the plans already decided upon, and indeed already 
commenced for the future. There are two things in particular of which 
our Bishop speaks in his address. The remarkable success attendant up- 
on the efforts put forth for the new buildings for the Sheltering Arms 
Hospital. Also, the awakened interest in the diocese, brought by the 
Men’s Missionary Thank Offering. We think that the greatest ultimate 
benefit to the diocese from this worthy object, will not be found so 
much in the money that is raised for the progress of the Kingdom, as 
in the campaign of religious and historical education on behalf of the 
Church. We believe that information is what is really needed for our 
people, information upon the history and teachings of our beloved Church, 
which would prompt in them a greater desire to work for the spread of 
Christ’s Kingdom, both at home and abroad. The reports of work done 
during the past year have already been presented to this Council, and are 
of a most encouraging nature; and we thank God for the manifold bless- 
ings attendant upon our labors, and especially for the health and strength 
of our beloved Bishops, under whose guidance and love we are able to 
accomplish the work committed to our care.

THIRTY-First ANNUAL COUNCIL OF THE- PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH IN THE DIOCESE OF WEST VIRGINIA. 


CHRIst CHURCH, PoINT PLEASANT, W. VA. 
Wednesday, June 3d, 1908. 


Morning Prayer was read at 11 o’clock to-day by the Rev. Dr. Rol- 
ler and the Rev. G. A. Gibbons. | 

The Rt. Rev. the Bishop of the Diocese took the ante-communion, 
the Rev. J. Brittingham reading the Epistle. 

The Council sermon was preached by the Rev. J. Brittingham of » 
St. Lukes, Wheeling. 

The Bishop administered the Holy Communion assisted by the Rev. 
Mr. Brittingham. 

After the services, the roll of the clerical and lay delegates, was 
called, and a quorum of both orders was declared present, and the 
Bishop announced that the Council was organized and ready for 
business. 

The Bishop read the following cablegram from London: 

Loving thought. Gods blessing on your work. (Signed) W. L. 
Gravatt, John 8. Douglas, John 8. Alfriend. 

The Rev. Mr. Gibson offered the following resolution which was 
unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the 31st Annual Council desires to express its gratitude, 
that the Bishop-coadjutor, the Rt. Rev. W. L. Gravatt, D. D., was able to 
accede to the request of the Bishop and Standing Committee and represent 
the Diocese in the great meetings of the Anglican Communion in England, 
to-wit, the Pan-Anglical Council, and Lambeth Conference, and hereby 
extends to him, its hearty God-speed. 

The Bishop announced the following committee on the rights of 
lay delegates to seats: 

Messrs. Alfred Phillips. F. Fowler. Geo. T. Kreglow. 


On motion a recess was taken until 2.30 P. M. 
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730.2. M. 
The Bishop called the Council to order. 


In the absence of the Treasurer of the Diocese, the Bishop appoint- 
ed Mr. C. A. Miller Treasurer pro tem. 


The Bishop then read his annual address as follows: 


It is my privilege at the conclusion of thirty years of service in West 
Virginia to greet the Clergy and Laity assembled in our Thirty-first An- 
nual Council, and to pray for God’s blessing upon our common work. 

We have seen great changes, both in Church and State, during these 
years that have passed, and by God’s good hand upon us, find ourselves 
in a position to prosecute our work with increasing promise of success. 
No advance is entirely satisfactory, and we must beware of priding our- 
selves on increasing numbers and resources, yet it may be mentioned as 
matter of encouragement, that while our State has doubled its population 
in these thirty years past, our Church has quadrupled its ministers, and 
communicants, and Churches, and Rectories and in a very much larger 
proportion increased its contributions to the aggressive work of the Church 
both at home and abroad. It is gratifying also to note that the Bishops 
have now 110 places on their regular visiting list as against 27 when the 
Diocese was formed, beside about 60 additional places which they visit 
annually when practicable, and perhaps as many more where by a semi- 
occasional visit they seek to keep in touch with the few people we have 
scattered about, and also to watch the material development of the various 
communities. 


-Of course in a Diocese like ours the energies and resources of our con- 
gregations, large and small, are greatly consumed in self-maintenance and 
in keeping up our very creditable part in the general work of the Church, 
but in addition to this we have been able to inaugurate work at two 
Hospitals which are easily valued at $200,000, and care for about 1500 pa- 
tients a year—half of them free—we have also, two Parochial Schools in 
our mountains which have property valued at about $15,000 and are doing 
a good work among large numbers of children. Our E’piscopal Fund is 
approaching $40,000 and our Fund for Disabled Clergy and for Widows and 
Orphans is nearly $9,000. I also report as in the Bishop’s hands, $23,135 
for the Sheltering Arms,—$1200 for Bruce Chapei—$2,287.53 for Ravens- 
wood Parish and $1,090 for Christ Church at Pt. Pleasant. It is greatly to 
be greatly regretted that more of our people do not remember the Church 
in their wills. Without depriving their heirs a goodly sum might be, and 
ougnt to be, thus accumulated for our General Diccesan and Institutional 
work, and also for iocal needs.

While we cannot but miss the inspiring presence of Bishop Gravatt from 
this Council, yet I am sure we ail rejoice that he found himself able to go 
to England, to attend the Church Congress and the Pan Anglican Coun- 
cil. It will be a well earned recreation and a time of refreshment. I 
took it upon myself as I had opportunity to encourage him to take the 
trip, not only on his own personal account but because I desired the Dio- 
cese to be represented in these notable gatherings. The Pan Anglican 
Council has, as you know, no legislative functions, but its: gatherings and 
deliberations from time to time must go far to manifest the unity and pro- 
mote the efficiency of the Anglican Communion throughout the world. 


THE REV. J. T. MARLEY. 


Since our last Annual Council we have been called upon to give up from 
his earthly labors, one of our valued clergy, the Rev. John Tilton Marley, 
ordained in West Virginia in 1896. Mr. Marley spent most of his minis- 
terial life here—all indeed save about a year in Philadelphia, and a few 
months towards the close of his life, when he undertook work in Silver 
City, New Mexico. 

No one of our clergy was more highly esteemed by his Brethren, and 
none was more acceptable to the people among whom he labored, or 
more efficient in building up the Church. With unflagging zeal in his 
work, Mr. Marley constantly labored beyond his strength, and has left 
us all an example of fidelity and devotion. 


DIOCESE OF WEST VIRGINIA. 25 


Among the lay people who have passed away during the past year, I can 
not but mention Maj. and Mrs. B. S. Thompson, of Huntington. They 
were certainly among the oldest members of our Church in the whole 
Diocese, and none surpassed them in devotion to the Church or in con- 
stant labors for its advance. It is now thirty years since I first entered 
their hospitable home at Hinton, and during all the time that has inter- 
vened I ever found in them the same active interest and loyal devotion 
to Christ and the Church. Maj. Thompson told me several years ago that 
he remembered when there were not more than a dozen communicants 
in all that part of the State now embraced in the Kanawha Convocation. 
He lived to see about 1600 in the same territory, and it made his heart 
glad. 

In Mercer Co. we have to lament the loss of Capt. H. B. Barbor, than 
whom; the Church had no more devoted member anywhere in her bounds. 
The community as well as the congregation at Princeton is the poorer 
for his loss, and the richer for his example. 


HOSPITALS. 


Our two Hospitals, the Sheltering Arms Hospital, and the Reynolds 
Memorial, Glendale, have carried on their work uninterruptedly during 
the past year. The Sheltering Arms has cared for 776 indoor and 25 
out of door patients, and graduated three nurses from the training 
school. The Reynolds Memorial has cared for and graduated six nurses 
from the training school. The work on the new plant at the Sheltering 
Arms has gone uninterruptedly on during the year in spite of the finan- 
cial depression, and we hope to transfer our work to the new buildings 
some time during the month of July. The capacity of the new building 
will be 100, about double that of the old, and with greater appliances for 
doing efficient work we look forward to increased usefulness. 


SCHOOLS. 


The two Parochial Schools, at Ansted and on the Blue Ridge, near 
Charles Town, are doing good work, touching it may be 100 children, be- 
side the grown people reached by the services. 

All this Institution work of the Diocese, the Hospitals and the schools 
is largely and in some cases entirely dependent on the fostering care of 
Mr. Spurr. 


ADMINISTRATION. 


The general administration of our congregations throughout the Dio- 
cese has been steadily improving, as is shown by the fuller and more 
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satisfactory reports made from year to year, and also the promptness 
with which our financial obligations are met. There is, however, yet 
room for further improvement as the very imperfect condition of some 
of our Parish Registers shows, and also the many failures to meet the 
Canonical obligations in regard to offerings. Where we do so well, we 
ought not to be satisfied until we do still better, and have the record 
show that we have at least made the effort in every case to meet the 
reasonable expectations of the Church. 


THE 19TH CANON. 


No action taken at the last General Convention has excited more com- 
ment than the amendment to the 19th Canon. It has been so fully dis- 
cussed, in all of our Church papers, that I am not going, at this late day 
to prolong the discussion. 

I think, however, that it is due to the Diocese that I should say that 
the amendment, in itself, does not seem to me to justify the notice that 
has been taken of it, and I cannot but think that some of those who 
have been most emphatic in their utterances have not kept clearly in 
mind just what the Canon was, and what it is in its amended form. 

The amendment to the old Canon simply adds this proviso: ‘“Pro- 
vided, that nothing herein shall be so construed as to prevent the Bishop 
from giving permission to Christian men who are not ministers of this 
Church to make addresses in the Church on special occasions.” We must 
interpret this Canon exactly as it stands, and not as we would wish it to 
be. I do not understand that the amendment is meant to do anything 
more than, under proper canonical regulation, to make possible the having 
approved Christian men to speak to our congregations on special occa- 
sions. I have no doubt but that the chief use of it will be found to 
be the utilization of our own devout laity, for special occasions, even 
though they be not formally commissioned Lay Readers. 

It may be a little difficult always to draw a sharp line between a 
sermon and an address; because a sermon may be a kind of an address 
and an address may be a kind of a sermon. But we have nevertheless a 
distinction in our minds, making a sermon the more formal and author- 
itative utterance, and one generally confined to the more stated occa- 
sions of public worship, and it is only right to remember that special oc- 
casions can hardly be regularly occurring occasions. Attention has al- 
ready been called to those special occasions of comity that are continually 
occurring at funerals, anniversaries, receptions or departure of minis- 
ters, missionary and philanthropic meetings, and such gatherings as 
bring together the aggressive forces of reform for cooperation in the strife 
for civic righteousness. 


i) 
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It is to be remembered that the amendment of which we are speaking 
makes no change in the law of our Church, it was not intended to do so. 
It does not contravene our fundamental principles, it was not intended 
to do so. Let it be taken as it stands, in its plain meaning, without 
reading between the lines what way, if you choose make it more accepta- 
ble to the views of the reader. 

The Canon, as it stands, serves an important purpose. As some one 
has recently said it leaves us free on special occasions, in the orderly and 
Canonical manner prescribed, to extend a courteous recognition of our 
common Christianity to men who have proved by their lives and their 
work, their love and devotion to the Lord Jesus Christ, and who may tell 
our people some of the great things that have been accomplished in 
His Name and Power, and how we may still further combine the forces 
of righteousness and truth against the forces of evil. 


VALUE OF OUR ANNUAL MEETING. 


These annual meetings are precious opportunities for promoting an 
esprit de corps that will greatly stimulate and strengthen us in our 
work. They also give occasion for such discussion of practical questions 
as concerns our every day Diocesan life and work. I believe that they 
are greatly valued by the clergy and laity who are able to attend, and 
they are very helpful to the Church in the communities where they are 
held. The Diocese has an enviable record for harmony among all its 
members and for their generally effective work during these thirty years 
past. Let us not relax our efforts but pray the good Lord to make us 
daily more faithful and efficient in our common work. 

For myself personally I must be permitted to say that that which 
presses upon me most is my inabilty to do more than seems possible, to 
advance the Kingdom, and to lighten the labors of the faithful clergy 
who are bearing the burden and heat of the day. May the good Lord 
bless and keep us all, and make His work to prosper under our hands.

The Committee on the State of the Church submits the following re- 
port: 

The condition of the work throughout the Diocese shows a constant and 
permanent growth along, we may say, both spiritual and material, which 
we think is largely due to the earnest leadership of our dear Bishop 
and the faithfulness of the Clergy and laity. ; 

We are all working as a unit and lock to the Master of the Vineyard for 
help and strength, so is it a wonder that the Diocese should grow? 

It has been only two years since we gave up the assistance of the Gen- 
eral Board of Missions and while there were doubts in the mind of some 
whether we were strong enough to stand alone, declare ourselves inde- 
pendent and able to look after our missionaries, time has shown that we 
were. Our missionaries have been sustained, more money raised for 
diocesan miissions and the amount given to the General Board not dimin- 
ished. . 

Every point in the Diocese is now filled by men who are doing faith- 
ful work for the Master, and holding up the hands of the Bishops. 
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The reports this year show a healthy increase in the confirmations 
and also, notwithstanding the general financial depression, a marked 
increase in the contributions for general purposes. As a Diocese we 
have every reason to feel encouraged and offer thanks to “The giver of 
every good and perfect gift,’ and pray that He will continue to bless 
and aid us in the future as He has in the past.

Rey. Dr. Moore presented the report of the Missions Committee as 
follows : 


REPORT OF THE PXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE DIOCESAN 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Your Committee respectfully submits the following report of its work 
for the past Conciliar year: 

Our receipts from all sources have been $3,809.96. The amount in the 
Treasury at the beginning of the year was $1,336.76. 

Thus the total fund to the credit of this account has been $5,146.72. Of 
this, $4,606.30, or about $800 in excess of our receipts for the year, have 
been expended. Necessary expenses to the amount of $172.97 have been 
met, and the residue, amounting to $4,433.33, has been paid in stipends 
to seventeen missionaries, ministering to many scattered points in all sec- 
tions of the Diocese. 

The balance now in the Treasury is only $540.42, less by about $600 
than we ought to have at this date to enable us to meet the stipends due 
July ist. 

Among encouraging signs in our Mission Field, of which there are 
many noted through other channels than that of this Committee in 
‘the deliberations of this Council, we call attention to two worthy of 
special consideration, which we deem to be strictly within our province 
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to mention. Christ Church, Bluefield, under the active and effective lead- 
ership of the Rev. R. W. Trapnell has announced its purpose to relieve 
your committee and the Diocese from the obligation to render it any 
further assistance, and to become self-supporting, and Ascension Church, 
Hinton, which has enjoyed the ministrations of the Rev. Maurice Clarke, 
ror a very brief period, is so encouraged by the present outlook that it 
has formed a similar resolution. Thus, by degrees, after years of work, 
which has sometimes appeared very discouraging, do places here and 
there emerge from conditions of dependency and take an nonorabie position 
among those which, having been aided for longer or shorter periods by 
stronger points, are now ready to stand alene and extend a helping hand to 
weaker fields. Your Committee hopes that other places under its foster: 
ing care at-present will find it possible at an early day to follow the 
notable example thus set. No better solution of the financial problems 
of Diocesan Missions can be suggested than that every community shall 
do its utmost to maintain its own work. But even were this done still 
many points, where the work of the Church must be for a long while 
very weak, would need much assistance from our Diocesan Missionary 

funds. The report of the Treasurer, which gives the items of receipts — 
and disbursements with a fulness of detail, that need not be repeated here, 
shows that the present necessity for enlarged contributions is most ur- 
gent. Let us do our very utmost to swell this Fund for the coming year 
that the work may not slacken and the faithful workers not suffer nor grow 
weary.

The Special Committee on the Episcopal and Permanent Funds 
reported, by the Chairman Rev. Dr. Moore, as follows: its appended 
resolutions considered seriatim and each adopted. Under the first 
‘resolution the Bishop appointed as committee the Revs. Dr. Roller, 
J. S. Gibson and A. M. Lewis. 


The Committee on the Episcopal Fund and on the Permanent Fund 
has had before it several matters for consideraticn— 

These are: 

1. The Report of the Trustee of the Episcopal and Contingent Funds. 

2. The Report of the Trustees of the Permanent Fund. 

3. The Report of the Treasurer of the Diocese, covering the funds for 
Diocesan Missions, for Widows and Orphans and Disabled Clergy and for 
Religious and Theological Education. 

4. Matters commonly referred to a dpoetat committee on Finance. 
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We make the general and comprehensive statements with reference to 
the several accounts mentioned above that they have been evidently kept 
with the utmost care, that the items of disbursement are satisfactorily 
authenticated and that, in view of the financial stringency of the past 
year, they show a condition, which may be considered remarkably healthy. 

The detailed reports submitted to the Council show the several items of 
receipts and disbursements, which it is unnecessary to set forth again 
in this place. We may address ourselves to more general observations 
upon these various matters in the order above followed. } 

1. The report of the Trustee of the Episcopal and Contingent Funds shows 
receipts practically the same as those of last year. But it shows also that 
we have not yet succeeded in collecting the entire amount apportioned 
to the several Parishes and Missions for this object. Strenuous efforts 
should be made at all points to meet this apportionment, that the drafts 
upon the Permanent Fund may be relieved and its more rapid increase 
thus promoted. Your Committee is impressed with the idea that some- 
thing may be done to diminish the bulk of the Council Journal and lessen 
the cost of its printing, by carrying further than is now done methods 
of tabulation of the Parochial Reports. We do not suppose that it is 
within our province to make any definite suggestions as to the manner of 
accomplishing this beyond the recommendation for the appointment of a 
Committee for its consideration, for which we make provision in an ap- 
pended resolution. 

2. The Trustees of the Permanent Fund have submitted a very full and 
complete report of the business entrusted to them. To this reference is 
made for exact information of the condition of this Fund. We would 
merely call attention to the fact, emphasized by the Trustees that so few 
contributions to this. object have been made. Only about 23 places in 
the entire Diocese have made any contribution at all, and the total amount, 
contributed during the vear, was but $153.90. It would seem that many 
must have overlooked the requirement of the Canon that an annual col- 
lection for this purpose must be taken. Your Committee has endeavored 
to provide by resolution some reminder of this obligation. 

3. The report of the Diocesan Treasurer indicates the condition of 
the several Funds in his charge. Perhaps, the most satisfactory of these 
is that for Widows and Orphans, etc. The total receipts for this Fund 
from contributions and income exceed our present needs by about $200. 

The Fund now amounts to $8,830.15, which is nearly all invested, and 
yielded an income for the-past year of $410.79. We have at present six 
beneficiaries, whose aggregate stipends will nearly reach $1,000 a year. 

The Fund for Religious and Theological Education is and always has 
been most inadequate to the needs of our work. There has rarely, if ever, 
been a time, when the contributions to it have nearly met, and provided 
for, the support of our men in their preparation for their life-work in 
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the ministry of the Church. Your Committee can only call attention to 
Canon 8, which provides for an annual offering for this purpose and 
specifies the time when it shall be taken. 

With reference to the Fund for Diocesan Missions, whose pressing needs 
seem to come closer to our hearts than almost any other object, because 
they stand for the active work of the Diocese and the maintenance of that 
work and of the faithful men engaged in it, your Committee is informed 
that other agencies, appointed at this Council, have this matter under 
consideration and that it is probably unnecessary for it to add anything 
to the proposals which they will make. We will, therefore, content our- 
selves with the one suggestion that the Farishes and Missions of the Dio- 
cese, be requested to raise the apportionment allotted to them independ- 
ently of any contributions from the Sunday Schools, thus adding such 
sums as these may contribute to the amount of their apportionment. 

4. There is only one matter usually presented by the Committee on 
Finance, to which the attention of your Committee has been called, and 
this is covered by the last resolution below. 

We respectfully submit the following resolutions: 

1. That a Committee of three be appointed by the Chair, sae shall con- 
sider and report to this or the next Council whether in some way the 
printing of the Parochial reports in the Journal cannot be abridged, and 
if so, to make recommendations to this end. 

2. That the attention of the Clergy of the Diocese and of other officials 
of the Parishes and Missions is hereby called to Canon 6, relating to the 
“Permanent Fund,” and to Canon 8, relating to “Special Offerings”, and 
that they are urged to make provision for offerings as therein required. 

3. That it is the sentiment of this Council that the apportionment to 
the several Parishes and Missions for Diocesan Missions should, if possi- 
ble, be raised exclusively of any contributions from the Sunday Schools, 
and it is hereby requested that provision be mude to this end by appro- 
priate effort, to raise the entire amourt of the apportionment without we 
cluding gifts from the Sunday Schools. 

4. That the Trustee of the Episcopal and Contingent Fund pay to the 
Sexton of Christ Church, Point Pleasant, $10.00 for extra work imposed 
on him by the session of the Council.

Beckley’s assessment for Diocesan Missions be increased from $6 to $9. 
For Episcopal and Contingent Fund be increased from $6 to $9. 


Glen Jean for Diocesan Missions and Episcopal and Contingent Fund, 
be reduced from $10 to $8, respectively. 


Good Shepherd, Parkersburg, for Diocesan Missions, be increased from 
$20 to $50. 
For Episcopal and Contingent Fund be increased from $5 to $25. 


Weston, for the Episcopal and Contingent Fund, be increased from $50 
to $65. ' 


Ferris, and St. Stephens, Parkersburg, be stricken from the list. 


Hedgesville, for Episcopal and Contingent Fund, be reduced from $50 
to $40. ; 


Powellton, for Diocesan Missions and the Episcopal and Contingent

While the Committee has not undertaken tv recommend any general 
increase of the assessments, yet it would call attention to the fact that 
the disbursements for Diocesan Missions are anout $150u in excess of the 
total assessments. We can reasonably count on about $800 from other 
sources, so that it is evident we need about $700.00 more per annum to 
meet the needs of the Society as we now understand them. 

The Assesment Committee recommends that the apportionment for Gen- 
eral Missions, the year ending Aug. 31st, 1909, from each Parish and Mis- 
sion be 80% of the assessment for Diocesan Missions.
